Patmont gave to the jury the 
name of the man whom he be­ 
lieved back of the plot and also 
the name of one of the guards, 
but neither was made public.

Spaniards Fie*

It was learned here today 
that a party of twenty Spanish men 
and women, bound for Vera Cruz, 
left the train at Soledad because they 
were told that Spaniards were

Land Question Hard Knot 
The land question has become a 
matter of decisive moment, in view 
of the insistence of President Wilson 
that a thorough and detailed solution 
must be agreed on. 
Involved in the matter is not only 
the entire conservation problem, af­ 
fecting the comparatively small pub­ 
lic land holdings of the government, 
but the question of land redistribu­ 
tion. 
Foreign Owned Land Puzzle 
In this connection the diverse con­ 
ditions that exist throughout the re­ 
public must be taken into considera­ 
tion. In different states there are 
sugar lands, 
coffee 
lands, 
timber 
lands, grazing lands, mining regions, 
etc. 
There are foreigners who have 
large tracts of valuable oil and min­ 
eral lands, and. having acquired pos­ 
session by purchase, it is not likely 
they will feel disposed to surrender 
their holdings until compensated hea­ 
vily. 
Today the Mexicans made public a 
statement explaining a law' passed i 
by the chamber of deputies, with the* 
approval of Gen. Huerta, under which ' 
the tax of 30 per cent is to be ap- 
plied only to large holdings, and not

home rule bill this afternoon 
was 
passed by the house of commons. 
It was the third 
enactment 
of 
home rule by the commons and by 
the veto act the measure will 
be­ 
come a law even though it be reject­ 
ed by the house of lords. 
Vote the Same 
The vote was 351 
for and 
274 
against home rule. The division w'as 
strictly a political one and the vote 
was practically the same as on the 
last enactment of the measure with 
the exception of the few votes gain­ 
ed by the unionists in the recent by­ 
elections. 
When the house of commons con­ 
vened this afternoon Speaker J. W. 
Lowther in an explanatory speech, 
admitted that the question he asked 
of Arthur Bonar Law, leader of the 
opposition on Friday, last, was im­ 
proper. 
Bonar Law’ was on his feet instant­ 
ly. 
He announced that he accepted 
the speaker’s apology and demand­ 
ed the immediate third reading and 
division on the bill. 
During the near riot that caused 
the summary 
adjournment 
of the 
commons last Friday, when unionists 
were shouting Lowther asked Bonar 
Law lf he approved of the anti-home 
rule demonstration. 
Bonar Law re­ 
fused to answer, saying the question 
was not a proper one. 
The quick vote on the home rule 
came as a surprise to the public who 
early in the day flocked to West­ 
minster had crowded the galleries In 
anticipation of a vigorous, old time 
debate. 
It was believed that Bonar 
Law, John Redmond, 
Sir 
Edward 
Carson and others 
were crammed 
with hot shot and the opposition w as 
supposed to be planning an outburst 
of disorder that would force a dis 
solution of parliament and compel the 
government to go to the people with 
the home rule question.
